This wagon obviates all such 
delays. 
It carries one thousand feet 
of bose, tw o fire extinguishers, tbe 
usual pipes, etc., one of the “ deluge” 
sets and has room for six men.

wagon, w ithout its load will weigh 
about two thousand pounds.

“ The Oarsmen Defeated.” 
avigation in the M editerranean sea 
alw ays was perilous, especially so in 
early times. 
Vessels were propelled 
p artly by sail and 
partly by oar. 
W hen, by reason of great stress of 
w eather, it was necessary to reef the 
canvas or haul it in, then the vessel 
w as entirely dependent upon the oars, 
sometimes tw enty or th irty of them 
on either side the vessel. 
You would 
not venture outside your harbor w ith 
such a craft as my te x t finds Jonah 
sailing in; but he had not much choice 
of vessels. 
Ile was running aw ay from 
th e Lord; and when a m an is running 
aw ay from the Lord, he has to run 
very fast. 
God had told Jonah to go to N ine­ 
veh to preach about the destruction of 
th a t city. 
Jonah disobeyed. 
T hat al­ 
w ays m akes rough w ater, w hether in 
the M editerranean Ox, the A tlantic, 
or th e Pacific, or the Caspian sea. 
I t is 
a very hard thing to scare sailors. 
I 
have seen them , w hen the brow of the 
vessel was alm ost under w ater, and 
they w ere w alking the deck knee-dcep 
in th e surf, and the sm all boats by the 
side of the vessel had been crushed as 
sm all as kindling wood, w histling as 
though nothing had happened; b u t the 
Bible says th a t these m ariners of 
whom I speak were frightened. 
T hat 
w hich sailors call “a lum p of a sea'' 
had become a blinding, 
deafening, 
sw am ping fury, 
no w mad the wind 
can get a t th e w ater, and the w ater 
can get a t th e wind, you do not know 
unless you have been spectators. 
I 
have in my house a piece of a sail o f a 
ship, no larger th an th e palm of my 
hand. 
T hat piece of canvas w as all 
th a t was left of the largest sail of the 
ship Greece th a t w ent into the storm 
200 miles off Newfoundland. 
Oh, w hat 
a n ig h t th a t was! 
I suppose it w as in 
some such storm as this th a t Jonah was 
caught. 
He knew th a t the tem pest was on his 
account, and lie asked the sailors to 
throw him overboard. 
Sailors are a 
generous hearted race, and they re­ 
solved to m ake th eir escape, if possible, 
w ithout 
resorting to such extrem e 
measures. 
The sails are of no use, and 
so they lay hold on th eir oars. 
I see 
th e long bank of shining blades on 
either side of th e vessel. Oh! how they 
did pull, the bronzed seamen, as they 
laid back into the oars. B ut row ing on 
the sea is very different from row ing 
upon a river; and as the vessel hoists, 
th e oars skip the wave and miss the 
stroke, and the tem pest laughs to scorn 
th e flying paddles. 
It is of no use, no 
use. 
There comes a wave th a t crashes 
th e last m ast, and sweeps the oarsm en 
from th eir places, and tum bles everjr- 
th in g iii the confusion of im pending 
shipw reck, or, as my* tex t has it, “ The 
m en rowed hard to bring it to the land; 
b u t they could not: w herefore they 
cried unto the Lord." 
This scene is very’ suggestive to me, 
and I pray God I m ay have grace and 
stren g th enough to represent it intelli­ 
gently to you. 
Years ago I preached a 
serm on on another phase of this very 
subject, and I got a le tter from Hous­ 
ton, Texas, the w riter saying th a t the 
reading of th a t sermon in London had 
led him to God. And I received another 
le tte r from South A ustralia, saying th a t 
th e reading of th a t sermon in A ustralia 
had brought several souls to Christ. 
And then, I thought, why not take 
another phase of the same subject, for 
perhaps th a t God who can raise in 
power th a t w hich is sown in weakness 
may now, through another phase of the 
same subject, bring salvation to the 
people who shall hear and salvation to 
th e people who shall read. 
Men and 
women, who know how to pray, lay 
hold of the Lord God A lm ighty and 
w restle for th e blessing. 
Bishop Latim er would stop some­ 
tim es in th e m idst of his argum ent,and 
say, ‘‘Now, I w ill tell you a fable;” 
and to-day I would like to bring the 
scene of the tex t as an illustration of a 
m ost im portant religious tru th . 
As 
those M editerranean oarsm en trying to 
bring Jonah ashore, w ere discomfited, 
I have to tell you th a t they were not 
th e only men who have broken down 
on th eir 
paddles, 
and 
have been 
obliged to cai! on th e Lord for help. 
I 
w an t to say th a t the unavailing efforts 
of those M editerranean oarsmen have 
a counterpart in the efforts we are 
m aking to bring souls to the shore of i 
safety and set their feet on the Rock 
of Ages. 
You 
have 
a 
father, 
or 
m other, or husband, or wife, or child, 
o r near friend, who is not a Christian. 
T here have been tim es when you have 
been in agony about their salvation. A 
m inister of Christ, whose wife was dy­ 
ing w ithout any hope in Jesus, walked 
th e floor, w rung his hands, cried b it­ 
terly, and said, “ I believe I shall go 
insane, for I know she is not prepared 
to m eet God.” 
And there m ay have 
been days of sickness in your house­ 
hold, when you feared it would be a 
fatal sickness; and how closely you 
exam ined the face of the doctor as lie 
came in and scrutinized the patieut, 
and left th e pulse, and you followed 
him into the next room, and said, 
“There isn’t any danger, 
is there, 
doctor?” 
And the hesitation and the 
uncertainty of the reply made two 
eternities flash before your vision. And 
then you w ent aud talked to the sick 
one about the great future. 
Oh, there 
are those here who have tried to bring 
their friends to God. 
They have been 
unable to bring them to the shore of 
safety. 
The J’ are no 
nearer th a t 
point th an they were tw enty yeai* 


down the oar? Oh, no! I do not advise 
I th a t; but I do advise th a t you appeal to 
th a t God to whom the M editeranean 
, oarsmen appealed—the God who could 
silence the tem pest and bring the ship 
in safety to the port. 
I tell you, my 
friends, th a t there has got to be a good 
deal of praying before our families are 
brought to Christ. 
Ah! it is an awful 
thing to have h alf a household on one 
side the line, and th e other p art the 
household on th e other side of the line: 
Two vessels p art on the ocean 
o1 
eternity, one going to the rig h t and 
the other to the left—farth er apart. 
a °d ^farther ap art—un til the signals 
cease to be recognized, and there are 
only two specks on th e horizon, and 
then they are lost to sight forever! 
I have to tell you th a t the unavail 
ing efforts of these M editerranean oars­ 
men have a counterpart in th e efforts 
some of us are m aking to bring our 
children to the shore of safety. 
There 
never were so m any tem ptations for 
young people as there are now. 
The 
literary and the social influence seem 
to be against th eir spiritual interests 
Christ seems to be driven alm ost en­ 
tirely from the school and the pleasur­ 
able concourse, yet God know s how 
anxious we are of our children. 
We 
can not think of going into heaven 
w ithout them. 
We do not w ant to 
leave this life while they are tossing on 
the waves of tem ptation and aw ay 
from God. 
From which of them could 
we consent to be eternally separated? 
Would it be the son? 
Would it be the 
daughter? Would it be the eldest? 
Would it be the youngest? 
Would it 
be the one th a t is well and stout, or 
the 
one 
th a t 
is 
sick? Oh, 
I 
hear 
some parent saying to-night, 
I 
have tried my 
best to 
bring 
my 
children 
to 
Christ, 
I 
have 
laid hold of the oars until they bent in 
my grasp, and I have braced myself 
against, the ribs of the boat, and I have 
pulled for th eir eternal rescue; but I 
can’t get them to C hrist.” Then I ask 
you to im itate the men of the text, and 
cry m ightily unto tied. 
We w ant more 
im portune praying for children, such 
as the father indulged in w hen ho had 
tried to bring his six sons to Christ, 
and they had w andered off into dissi­ 
pation. 
Then he got down in his pray­ 
ers, and said, “O, God! take aw ay my 
life, if through th a t means my sons 
may repent and be brought to Christ;” 
and the Lord startlingly answered the 
prayer, and in a few weeks the father 
was taken aw ay, and through the 
solem nity the six sons fled unto God. 
Oh, th a t father could afford to die for 
the eternal w elfare of his children! He 
rowed hard to bring thorn to the land, 
but could not, and then lie cried unto 
the Lord. 
I wish I could put before my un­ 
pardoned readers, their own helpless­ 
ness. 
No hum an arm was ever strong 
enough to unlock the door of heaven. 
No foot was ever m ighty enough to 
bleak the shackles of sin.
